Of Bonds and Conditions. 


BOND, Penal Bill or Obligation, is a Deed in 
Writing, whereby one Perſon binds himſelf to.

The Perſon 
this Obligation is made to, is generally called the Ob- 
ligee, to whom the Obligor, by Way of Penalty, com- 
monly becomes bound in double the Sum of Money 
lent, or of the eſtimated Value of the Thing to be 
performed.

By the aforeſaid Act, 11 Geo. 2. Attornments of 
Tenants to Strangers, except made in Purſuance of 
ſome Judgment or Decree in Law or Equity, are void. 

Tenants ſecreting Declarations in Ejectments deli- 
vered, forfeit the Value of three Years improved or 
Rack- Rent, to be recovered in the Courts of Record 
at Weſtminſter, &c. 

A Landlord may make himſelf Defendant te to a Decla- 
ration in Ejectment, by joining with his Tenant; and 
may likewiſe, where the Agreement is not by Deed, 
recover reaſonable Satisfaction for the Premiſſes held 
by the Tenant, in an Action on the Caſe. In like 
Manner Rent may be recovered from Undertenants by 
Executors, c. of deceaſed Tenants for Life, whether 
they die on the Day, when the whole becomes due, 
or not; and if not, a proportionable Part of the Rent 
growing due at the Time of his Deceaſe, is to be re- 
covered. 

If Tenants at Rack- Rent, or where the Rent reſer- 
ved ſhall he three Fourths of the yearly Value of the 
Lands, Sc. let, ſhall be one Year in Arrear, and de- 
ſert the Premiſſes, and leave the ſame uncultivated, or 
unoccupied, ſo as no Diſtreſs can be had to anſwer the 
Arrears, two Juſtices, at the Requeſt of the Landlord, 
may view the Premiſſes, and afiix on the moſt noto- 
rious Part thereof, Notice in Writing, what Day, at 
the Diſtance of fourteen, they deſign to take a fecond 
View; and if on a ſecond View taken, the Tenant, or 
ſome other on his Behalf, does not appear to pay the 
Rent due, then the ſaid Juſtices to put the Landlord 
into Poſſeſſion, and the Leaſe, in ſuch Caſe, from thence- 
forth becomes void. Proceedings in' this Point are af- 
terwards determinable in a ſummary Way by the W 
0 
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of Aſüſe in the County, and in Town by the Judges 
of the Court of King's Bench or Common Pleas. 

Tenants holding Premiſſes after the Time they no- 
tify to quit them, are to pay double Rent for that Time. 
Diſtreſſes for Rent due are not to be deemed unlawful, 
on Account of any irregular Step taken in making 
them ; and Tenants are not to recover for any Irregu- 
larity done, if Tender of Amends be made before 
Action brought. | 

Defendants in Replevin need only avow that the Te- 
nant held the Premiſſes at a certain Rent, Sc. without 
further ſetting forth the Landlord's Title; and if the 
Plaintiff be nonſuited, or diſcontinue his Action, Cc. 
the Defendant is to re:over double Coſts. 

Officers granting Replevins, are to take from the

Mortgagor. It is an Inſtrument or Deed made on Con- 
dition, that untf Failure in Payment of Principal and 
Intereſt due, the Mortgagor is to poſſeſs and enjoy the 
Lands, Oc. mortgaged ; and though Failure be made, 
he and his Repreſentatives, have a Right to redeem the 
Mortgage, which in Law is termed the Equity of Re- 
demption.

Of Aſſignments.

The Heirs of Cognizors claiming under their An- 
ceſtors Title, may be preſently barred by a Fine; but 
it is not ſo in Reſpect to Strangers and ſuch as are not 
Privies in Blood, who have five Years allowed thenr 
to make Entry and Claim: Infants after they come 
of Age, Feme Coverts after the Deceaſe of their Huſ- 
bands, Priſoners after Enlargement, Strangers out of 
the Kingdom, after their Return; and Madmen, after 
being cured, &c.

A Fine will bar the Heirs in. Tail, but not thoſe in 
Remainder or Reverſion, whilſt a Common Recovery 
bars them all. This Common Recovery is defined to 
be a formal AQ by Conſent, uſed for the better ſettling, 
and aſſuring of Lands, c. upon any Man, wherein 
the Recovery in Value of ſuppoſed Recompence for him 
who loſeth his Land, is but a Fiction in Law.
